On a M emorial Day in 1954 without new cas­ 
ualty lists, the decorations on the g rassed-over 
g raves and partly-healed sorrows of wars now 
past seem a little more ptjig nant. 
A year ag o, new g raves were being m ade 
daily from a stalem ated war in Korea. Ameri- 
can.s will be lucky if a year from now their 
sons are not falling ag ain on some new battle­ 
field. Peace continues to elude the g rasp of the 
peacem akers. 
The procession of men who have been sacri­ 
ficed to freedom moves on endlessly. The q uest 
for national security is never fini.'-hed. 
Resides those who are called on to make the 
ultim ate sacrifice for their country are all the 
others who are called on in sm aller ways to 
attest their devotion to the preservation of free­ 


dom. 
They, 
too, 
deserve the 
g ratitude of Ihcir 
countrymen, whatever it is that they are called 
on to do in America's behalf. 
Some of them do not wear the uniforms 
of military service. But insofar as they serve 
it to the bt\st of tiieir ability, they have a share 
in the jieople’s g ratitude for what they have 
been willing to do. 
Ultimately, there m ay be a national holidav 
in honor of all men and women who have 
served Uieir nation — those who died and 
risked death in military service and those who 
m ay only have risked their reputations in civil­

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Sacrificed To Freedom 


On a M emorial Day in 1954 without new cas­ 
ualty lists, the decorations on the grassed-over 
graves and partly-healed sorrows of wars now 
past seem a little more poignant. 
A year ago, new graves were being m ade 
daily from a stalem ated war in Korea. Ameri­ 
cans will be lucky if a year from now their 
sons are not falling again on some new battle­ 
field. Peace continues to elude the grasp of the 
peacem akers. 
The procession of men who have been sacri­ 
ficed to freedom moves on endlessly. The quest 
for national security is never finished. 
Besides those who are called on to make the 
ultim ate sacrifice for their country are all the 
others who are called on in sm aller ways to 
attest their devotion to the preservation of free­ 
dom. 
They, 
too, 
deserve the 
gratitude of their 
countrymen, whatever it is that they are called 
on to do in A m erica's behalf. 
Some of them do not w ear the uniforms 
of m ilitary service. But insofar as they serve 
it to the best of their ability, they have a share 
in the people’s gratitude for what they have 
been willing to do. 
Ultimately, there m ay be a national holiday 
in honor of all men and women who have 
served their nation — those who died 
and 
risked death in military service and those who 
m ay only have risked their reputations in civil­ 
ian service. 
It should bo known as National Service Day. 
It should be nationwide. It should partake of 
all the noble emotions stirred by Memorial Day, 
which is still a regional holiday. 


We Learn A h We Go 


Sen. Kefauver is the latest to volunteer an 
opinion that Congress should correct some of the 
impressions m ade by its investigations. 
His opinion, part of a collective opinion by IS 
D emocratic senators, has special weight. It was 
the Senate Crime Committee, when Sen. Ke- ! 
fauver was chairm an, that first dem onstrated j 
the wallop in a televised hearing. 
In that case, the wallop did not boomerang. 
It was delivered directly against vice lords I 
and racketeers and sparked off a national cam ­ 
paign to whittle them down to size. Kefauver 
becam e a presidential candidate and his com­ 
m ittee's chief counsel. Rudolph Hailey, becam e 
a New York City official. 
But in the case of a hearing like the one ; 
being conducted by the subcommittee tem por­ 
arily headed by Sen. Mundt to pin down the 
differences between 
the 
Departm ent 
of 
the 
Army and Sen 
McCarthy and his staff, the 
wallop is not being restricted to its original 
purposes. It is boomeranging. 
It has been hurting the prestige of Congress. 
It has raised doubts about the official dignity 
of certain executive officers. It has generated 
m ore heat than light in the minds of many 
citizens. And it has raised 
the 
question 
of 
whether or not this is the proper w’ay to set­ 
tle a public question. 
In the court of public opinion, few holds a rr 
barred. Awareness of this 
explains 
why 
so 
m any m em bers of Congress have been talk­ 
ing about setting up a code of fair conduct if 
investigations arc going to be televised 
Otherwise, the public may get some distorted 
impressions. Even newsmen covering the Army- 
McCarthy hearings have been accused of skul­ 
duggery by critics w ho got their impressions 
from television sets. One of these, Ed Creagh 
of Associated Press, has pointed out that when 
he w rote, “ McCarthy roared . .” he was accused 
of prejudice because on television McCarthy did 
not roar. However, the sound engineer had mod­ 
ulated the volume. Creagh was there. 
We learn as we go. Television 
is 
a 
new- 
medium for conveying impressions of public 
proceedings. When the Army-McCarthv 
hear­ 
ings are over. Congress will know more about 
television than it knew when they began

tive of the trend Tile Asiatics also 
assumed that public opinion in the 
United States would not tolerate 
the United States going along in 
Indochina 
or 
anywhere

Asia. 
The test of American strength 
would be whether the countries in 
Asia with which we have security 
treaties would stand by us or by 
G reat Britain should a split come. 
John 
Foster 
Dulles 
himself 
described the importance of this 
group of nations: 
“ My recollection of this effort 
goes back to 1951. when I negoti­ 
ated treaties with the Philippines 
and Australia and New Zealand. 
These treaties recognize that that 
area is one of vital im portance to 
the United States. These treaties 
also

To accom m odate British opinion, 
Form osa has been excluded from 
this group.

THE FORMAL position of Great 
Britain has been that Geneva must 
be completed before the British 
would do anything further about 
the Pacific. 
It would seem that Molotov and 


Chou En-Iai overplayed their hand 
Geneva could go on forever, 
a 
Panm unjom s t y l e endless talk. 
while the Soviet universal state 
conquered Indochina 
and moved 
on to Thailand. This obviously is 
as intolerable a situation for the 
British as it is for the United 
States. 
How long can Anthony Eden lis­ 
ten to the nerve-wrackmg. insult­ 
ing speeches delivered at Geneva 
by Molotov. Chou and the other 
Soviet representatives0 
It is in this atm osphere t h a t 
the British are having another look 
at Geneva They have not experi­ 
enced a Chinese truce conference 
such as we experienced at P an­ 
munjom. In his book. “ From the 
Danube to the Yalu.” Gen. Mark 
Clark describe* what such a con­ 
ference can become: 
“ The Communists did not want 
to give up the propaganda plat­ 
form at Panm unjom unless they 
had to. There were too m a n y 
things they could say and do there 
to help their cause everywhere . . 
“ Vituperative lies and distortions 
flowed in great abundance from 
the nimble tongue of Nam II who 
had the ability to voice the most 
blatant falsehoods while keeping a 
straight face. 
“ Among the propaganda charges 
he hurled across the conference 
table were the flat declarations 
that America had ‘press ganged* 
G reat Britain. France and other 
nations into fighting against Com­ 
munism in Korea, and that the 
United States wanted all Korea as 
a colony from which to invade 
China and start World W ar III. 
“The m e r e fact that America, 
Britain 
and 
France sent troops 
thousands of miles to fight in Ko­ 
rea. he said, proved that America 
and the United Nations were the 
aggressor.’’ 


IT IS EVEN so at Geneva, but 
in the Swiss city the goal is not 
only to find time and to m ake 
propaganda but to split an alli­ 
ance. The error m ay have been 
Guatem ala. For in the Caribbean, 
G reat B ritain’s possessions are im­ 
portant and they are in peril. 
One is reminded of the Canning- 
Rush correspondence which pre­ 
ceded the declaration of the Mon­ 
roe Doctrine in the formulation of 
which Great Britain played so sig­ 
nificant a role. 
At any rate, it would now ap­ 
pear that the alliance is not to 
collapse. A British decision on pol­ 
icy would have to be considered 
by Canada as well as Australia 
I 
and New Zealand and could affect 
the Indian countries of the Com­ 
monwealth. 
A change of direction bv Britain 
could be momentous.

A report from Geneva by David Lawrence is 
the only note of cheer from a meeting which 
was not expected to accomplish much and has 
been exceeding expectations. 
Law rence reports what 
rarely 
is reported 
from these international goldfish conferences— 
that Die negotiators arc not saying in private 
what they feel they must say in public. 
He believes in their private meetings they arc 
talking frankly about the responsibility of gov­ 
ernm ents in this period of m assive military 
preparations to m ake certain that no one blund­ 
ers into a m ajor w ar accidentally. 
That is one point on which all diplomats can 
see eye to eye.

The 
people were restless, bitter and 
discontented. 
Valencia 
got

strike rolling and Cardona’s mus- 
cle-men. aided by a native Com­ 
munist whip called Coto, took over 
and turned it into a revolutionary 
move. 
Tile Communists had hoped that 
Honduran president Dr. Juan Man­ 
uel Galvez would declare m artial 
law 
— and 
that 
arm ed groups 
would then cross the border from 
G uatem ala disguised as Honduran 
peasants 
and 
laborers. 
T h o s e 
arm ed groups would win as they 
have in China and Indochina. 


PRESIDENT GALVEZ outm an­ 
euvered 
the 
Comintern. 
He 
ap­ 
pointed a three - m an commission 
to 
negotiate 
with 
the 
strikers’ 
committee. So long as the Com­ 
munists controlled that w orkers’ j 
group, there was no hope for a i 
settlement. 
And 
each 
day 
the 
strike lasted meant more time for 
the Communist operatives to inten­ 
sify their violence. Sooner or later, 
the few federal troops would have 
had to shoot. Then it would have 
been over. The Commies would 
have won 
another 
land 
in our 
hemisphere. 
But Manul Valencia got his doc­ 
uments f r o m some intelligence 
source — and re - won leader­

Support Reported 
For Kentuckian To 
Succeed Mitchell 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
30 iJP—A 
powerful wing of Senate Demo­ 
crats is reported lining up behind 
Sen. Earle C. Clements of Ken­ 
tucky 
to 
succeed 
Stephen 
A 
Mitchell 
as 
Democratic 
national 
chairman in what may develop in­ 
to a battle for control of the party 
machinery. 
Mitchell has announced he will 
Quit sometime after the November 
elections. Maneuvering already is 
under way to pick a successor to 
serve until the 1956 presidential 
nominating convention. 
Party factions have brought for­ 
ward 
several 
names, 
including 
those of Paul M. Butler, Indiana 
national committeeman, and Mi­ 
chael V. Di Salle of Ohio, former 
price administrator. 
Clements has remained in the 
background in this early specula­ 
tion but, significantly perhaps, he 
has been moved into a key posi­ 
tion as liaison man between the 
National 
Committee 
and 
Senate 
Democrats. 
Senate Democratic Leader Lyn­ 
don Johnson of Texas assigned the 
Kentuckian to this post and there 
is every sign Johnson and s o m e 
other 
Democrats 
who 
go 
along 
with him would be happy to see 
Clements installed later as nation­ 
al chairman. 
Clements, 57, 
former governor 
of Kentucky and a former con­ 
gressman, has been in the Senate 
since November. 1950. He is known 
as a smooth political operator who 
has gained the confidence of most 
of his party colleagues in his role 
as Democratic whip, or assistant 
leader. 
Any effort to put Clements over 
for 
the 
national 
chairmanship 
would involve a departure from 
the modern tradition of picking 
Roman Catholics for that job. 
The Clements rooters, however, 
contend 
that unwritten rules of 
this kind have to be broken some 
time and they think this year is 
one of those times. 
On the asset side. they list Clem­ 
ents as a man likely to lie accept­ 
able to both North and South fac­ 
tions of a p a r t y that achieved a 
new kind of unity in its minority 
status only 
to 
have 
that 
unity 
shaken somewhat by the Supreme 
Court’s ruling against segregated 
schools. 
Thus 
far 
Southern 
Democrats 
have been more restrained than 
was expected in their criticisms of 
the ruling. But the issue is boiling 
in some parts of the South and 
it bodes no good for future party 
solid arity because Northern Dem­ 
ocrats are going to have to stand 
politically behind the court’s de­ 
cision. 
Despite all his efforts to disas­ 
sociate himself with any potential 
presidential candidate. Mitrhell is 
tied irrevocably to former Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois, the 
party’s 1952 presidential nominee. 
Stevenson hand-picked Mitchell for 
the chairmanship after his nom­ 
ination at Chicago. 
Probably Stevenson 
h i m s e l f 
doesn’t know now if he will be a 
contender for the 1956 nomination. 
But some Demoncrats who may 
have other men in mind will want 
a chairman in the next two years 
who has no public commitments. 
Clements worked hard for Stev­ 
enson in 
1952 and thereby may 
have alienated some elements of 
the party. But he apparently is 
not so closely linked with the for­ 
mer Illinois governor as to be ob­ 
jectionable to other possible candi­ 
dates for the nomination. 
He gets along, for instance, with 
Sen. Symington <D-Mo>, who con­ 
tinues to be mentioned as a pos­ 
sibility despite frequent disclaim­ 
ers on Symington’s part.

Senate Waits 
Showdown On 
New Tax Bill 


Republicans Certain 
Of OK Muc h In Korin 
Proposed By Ike 


WASHINGTON, May 30 JP—Pro-* 
posals for a m ajor income tax cut 
and for lower levies on dividends 
come up for a vote in the Senate 
F inance Com mittee this week as 
it reaches the showdown stage on 
a general tax revision bill. 
The com m ittee r e s u m e s its 
closed-door work on the m easure 
Tuesday. C hairm an 
Minikin 
< R- 
Colo* expects to finish the job by 
Friday. The group has been work­ 
ing on the bill almost two months, 
but m ajor decisions have been left 
to the last. 
In advance of the voting, Re­ 
publican leaders expressed confi­ 
dence the m easure will 
be ap­ 
proved in substantially the form 
it was asked by President Eisen­ 
hower and voted by the House. 
But Democratic m em bers pre­ 
pared to renew in the Senate the 
battle they lost in the House—to 
elim inate some sections th e y say 
favor the rich and to increase the 
tax 
exemption 
for 
dependents, 
which wmuld cut taxes sharply for 
those with small incomes and large 
families. 
H ie increased exemption origin-: 
ally was pushed as a m eans of 
increasing buying power to offset 
fears of a recession early this year. 
There have been some reports 
the sponsors were cooling off to­ 
w ard the plan, because of current 
business conditions and because of 
the international situation which 
could create a need for more rev­ 
enues for defense. 
But Sen. George <D-Ga> and Sen. 
F re a r <D-Del>, who with Sen. Kerr 
(D-Okla) are sponsoring the pro­ 
posal, 
said during 
the weekend 
they expect the am endm ent to be 
offered in committee, and then toj 
be fought out on the floor. 
Republican 
leaders 
expect 
to 
b e a t down this effort with votes 
to spare, at least in the commit­ 
tee. 
However, they expect a serious 
fight over a key provision in the 
bill, which would give substantial 
tax relief to stockholders on their 
dividend income. The vote on this 
m ay be close in committee. 
The income tax reduction would 
am ount to 4 12 billions for this year, 
through a $200 increase—to $800— j 
in personal exemptions. 
Next year and thereafter exemp­ 
tions would be boosted to $1,000 
for a $7,800.OOO,(HJO annual cut. 
But the administration is fight-1 
jug the proposal hard, chiefly be­ 
cause of the big revenue loss with 
the budget already unbalanced. 
One Republican senator who de­ 
clined use of his nam e said he* 
thought any chances for a $200 
or $400 exemption increase were 
dead. But he said a $100 boost, 
which would m ean a $2,400,000,000 
annual tax cut. had some chance 
on the floor, particularly since this 
is an election year.

to eliminate the dividend tax re­ 
lief section because of the cost.
